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Processing  Teaching  Aids 

Filing  Materials 

A great  many  instructional  aids  are  of  a transitory  nature;  they  are 
none  the  less  valuable  for  that.  Such  materials  include  pictures  and  posters, 
clippings  from  newspapers  or  magazines,  pamphlets,  leaflets  and  folders 
from  commercial  sources  or  public  agencies,  such  as  those  listed  in  this 
bulletin.  However,  teaching  aids  of  this  sort  are  likely  to  be  of  limited 
usefulness  unless  they  are  effectively  indexed  and  filed  for  ready  reference. 

The  best  type  of  file  for  such  material  is  a filing  cabinet,  preferably 
of  legal  size,  in  which  pamphlets,  pictures  and  clippings  are  filed  under 
appropriate  subject  headings  in  manila  folders.  However,  if  a filing  cabinet 
is  not  available,  an  orange  crate  or  a strong  packing  box  of  suitable  size 
may  be  used.  A suitable  procedure  in  filing  might  be  as  follows: 

1.  Mount  all  clipped  articles  and  pictures  on  sheets  of  typing  or 
kraft  paper  or  light  card  of  uniform  size.  Alternatively,  newspaper  clippings 
may  be  kept  folded  in  carefully  labelled  envelopes. 

2.  Indicate  on  the  back  of  each  the  date  and  source  of  the  clipping 
or  picture. 

3.  Letter  on  the  back  of  each  clipping  or  picture  a subject-heading. 
Subject-headings  should  be  functional;  that  is  to  say,  they  should  be 
chosen  to  fit  the  purposes  of  the  school  or  classroom  for  which  the  material 
is  being  filed.  In  general,  too  many  subject-headings  are  more  confusing 
than  too  few.  An  elementary  teacher  might  prefer  to  index  such  a file  under 
a series  of  resource  headings  related  to  particular  enterprises.  Many 
pamphlets  contain  information  related  to  several  topics;  such  items 
may  be  filed  under  the  heading  of  the  topic  in  connection  with  which 
they  are  of  greatest  use.  Suggested  headings  from  which  topics  might 
be  chosen  according  to  need  are  listed  at  the  end  of  this  section. 

4.  Collect  all  pictures  and  clippings  with  the  same  subject  headings 
in  a manila  folder  and  label  the  folder  with  the  appropriate  subject 
heading. 

5.  File  the  manila  folder  alphabetically  by  subject  in  the  vertical  file. 

6.  Pamphlets,  posters,  maps,  leaflets  and  similar  material  should  be 
assigned  a subject  heading  and  filed  in  the  vertical  file  with  pictures  and 
clippings  on  the  same  subject.  Where  considerable  material  has  accumulated 
on  a single  topic,  the  topic  may  be  divided  into  sub-headings,  and  the 
material  re-filed,  or  at  least  the  flimsy  items  should  be  separated  from  the 
more  bulky  items  and  filed  in  separate  folders,  under  the  same  heading, 
to  minimize  wear  and  tear. 

7.  As  pamphlets  and  clippings  often  are  soon  out  of  date,  the  file 
should  be  checked  periodically  and  weeded  out  ruthlessly. 

8.  Check  magazines,  newspapers,  and  sources  of  material  regularly 
to  keep  the  file  up-to-date.  New  material  should  be  selected  and  added 
carefully,  and  with  reference  to  some  definite  instructional  purpose.  Do 
not  clutter  the  file  with  material  which  will  not  be  used. 
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Additional  Suggestions 

Free  reference  materials  can  form  a valuable  addition  to  any  school 
or  classroom  library.  However,  they  are  most  useful  when  they  are  used 
selectively.  The  teacher  cannot  examine  all  reference  materials  which  the 
pupil  will  use.  He  should,  however,  be  familiar  with  the  principal  sources 
of  information  available  to  his  class.  He  should  know  which  of  these 
references  contain  the  most  valuable  information,  which  ones  are  difficult 
and  which  are  easy  to  read.  He  should  examine  closely  pamphlets  and 
magazines  which  the  children  might  secure.  Merely  because  there  exists 
a pamphlet  or  a magazine  article  upon  a subject  which  the  children  are 
studying  will  not  ensure  that  such  a pamphlet  or  magazine  article  will  be 
useful  to  the  pupils.  For  example,  a pamphlet  containing  a technical 
treatment  of  the  cracking  of  complex  hydro-carbons  is  of  little  use  to  a 
class  of  Grade  V pupils  studying  oil. 

Conversely  the  teacher  should  not  insist  upon  being  the  one  to 
introduce  or  suggest  possible  sources  of  information.  Above  all,  the  pupil's 
initiative  in  seeking  for  materials  should  not  be  killed.  Nevertheless,  it 
is  quite  possible  that  the  teacher  is  better  able  than  is  the  pupil  to  determine 
whether  or  not  reference  material  is  suitable  for  use  in  the  classroom. 
When  a pupil  brings  reference  material  to  class  the  teacher  should  have 
the  opportunity  of  examining  it.  The  teacher  should  first  commend  the 
pupil  for  his  enterprise  in  securing  the  reference.  Then,  if  the  material 
yields  little  useful  information,  he  should  point  this  out  to  the  pupil  and 
suggest  other  references  which  contain  more  useful  information.

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THE  ORGANIZATION  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  THE 
LIBRARY  COLLECTION  IN  A SMALL  SCHOOL 

As  one  of  the  primary  aids  for  teachers  is  the  library,  we  have  decided 
to  make  space  in  this  edition  of  Classroom  Aids  for  a section  giving 
assistance  in  the  elementary  organization  of  a library. 


BOOK  COLLECTION 

I.  Initial  Organization 

(a)  Collect  all  books  belonging  to  the  school. 

(b)  Examine  books  carefully  and  discard  any  that  are  useless.  (Books  should 
be  reasonably  up-to-date  and  should  be  in  good  condition.) 

(c)  Mend  books  which  require  it.  (A  helpful  booklet  on  repairing  may  be 
obtained  free  from  Gaylord  Brothers,  Stockton,  California.  It  is  entitled 

Bookcraft.) 

(d)  Clean  dirty  books  by  washing  with  a little  soap  and  a one-third  vinegar 
and  two-thirds  water  solution.  Wring  cloth  out  almost  dry.  Hang  the 
books  on  a line  to  dry. 

(e)  Shellac  the  dry  books  and  new  ones  to  preserve  the  backs.

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V.  Preparing  Books  for  Shelves 

(a)  Enter  accession  number  on  lower  part  of  back  title  page,  on  page  25 
(lower  margin  and  in  upper  right  hand  corner  of  inside  front  cover). 

(b)  Stamp  school  identification  on  the  title  page  and  on  a page  or  two 
throughout  the  book. 

(c)  Enter  classification  number  above  accession  number  on  back  of  title 
page. 

(d)  Paste  a book  pocket  on  inside  front  cover  of  book  and  “date  due"  slip 
on  the  page  opposite  the  front  cover. 

(e)  Prepare  a book  card  writing  classification  number  (upper  left  corner) 
the  author's  surname  and  title.  In  right  hand  corner  enter  the  accession 
number. 

(f)  Mark  the  classification  number,  or  R or  +,  or  the  author's  initial  for 
fiction  books  on  the  back  or  spine  of  the  book  in  white  ink.  (Adhesive 
tape  may  be  used  and  the  letters  put  on  in  India  ink).

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CIRCULATION  OF  BOOKS 

A charge  tray  and  date  stamp  are  required.  Guide  cards  may  be  made 
for  the  charge  tray  having  numbers  from  1 to  3 1 showing  on  which  day  of 
the  month  a book  falls  due. 


Have  the  borrower  sign  his  name  on  the  book  card;  stamp  the  book 
card  and  "date  due"  slip,  and  file  the  book  card. 

Returned  book  should  be  returned  to  the  library  desk  not-  to  the 
shelves  when  the  book  card  is  replaced  in  the  book  pocket. 

Fines.  Provision  must  be  made  for  overdues.  The  librarian  must  teach 
attitudes  of  responsibility  and  consideration  for  others.  Fines,  if  charged, 
should  be  small  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate.  Record  should 
be  kept  of  fine  money  and  used  for  library  expenses.

Students  can  be  of  great  help  in  the  library.  They  need  to  be  carefully 
instructed  in  the  processes  and  impressed  with  the  importance  of  neatness, 
and  accuracy.  They  can  help  with  the  routine  clerical  jobs  as  well  as  with 
inventories.

Materials 

How  to  Obtain  Materials  from  Sources 

Materials  should  be  ordered  direct  from  the  organization  that  produces 
or  sponsors  them,  and  not  from  the  Department  of  Education.  Teachers 
should  not  order  materials  indiscriminately  nor  encourage  their  pupils  to 
do  so.  Many  companies  have  stopped  printing  useful  educational  material, 
or  have  become  reluctant  to  distribute  it,  because  of  unreasonable  requests 
from  teachers.  Letters  requesting  materials  should  be  specific  in  listing 
desired  titles  and  should  give  a clear  reason  for  the  request.  If  such  letters 
are  written  by  individual  children  or  by  a committee  on  behalf  of  the  class, 
the  request  for  the  entire  class  should  be  contained  in  a single  letter,  which 
should  be  countersigned  by  the  teacher.  Many  sources  of  educational  aids 
prefer  to  send  their  material  to  teachers  only.  Requests  should  be  for  single 
copies,  except  for  those  items  that  are  specifically  listed  as  being  available 
in  classroom  lots.  Sample  letters  will  be  found  on  the  following  page. 

In  order  to  avoid  delays  or  difficulties  at  the  customs,  requests  to 
sources  outside  Canada  should  give  a return  address  which  will  indicate 
clearly  that  the  material  is  to  be  used  for  educational  purposes.  Use  a school 
address,  preferably,  or,  if  possible,  write  the  request  on  school  stationery. 

Following  is  a list  of  companies  or  sponsoring  agencies  from  which 
free  or  inexpensive  material  may  be  obtained.  After  the  address  of  each 
company  are  listed  the  titles  that  may  be  obtained  from  that  address.  Each 
item  has  been  chosen  because  it  is  considered  of  real  value  in  the  classroom. 

Each  title  is  followed  by  a brief  description  of  the  item,  with  some 
indication  of  the  grade  level  at  which  it  will  be  found  most  useful.  The 
items  are  serially  numbered,  and  the  topical  index  at  the  end  of  the  list 
refers  to  the  serial  numbers  of  the  items,  rather  than  to  page  numbers. 

For  example,  if  a teacher  requires  information  on  Spain,  she  will  locate 
Spain  in  the  index,  where  it  is  followed  by  the  numbers  214  and  215.  By 
referring  to  these  numbers  she  will  find  that  item  214  is  'Tourist  folders 
containing  information  about  various  cities  and  regions"  and  that  item 
215  is  a map  of  Spain,  and  these  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Embassy 
of  Spain,  149  Daly  Avenue,  Ottawa,  Ontario. 

(Note:  The  notation  (T)  suggests  material  useful  for  the  teacher's 
reference  in  the  grades  indicated.
